The investigation will bring into the 


open immediately, a clash of interests 
between the chain stores and the de- 
partment stores on the one hand and 
the multitude of independent dealers 
on the other, v/ith side excursions of 
inquiry into the allocat:.:i of national 
ad\-ertising. the effects of price main- 
tenance or lack of it upon manufac- 
turers, \yholesalers and retailers and 
other factors of outstanding impor- 
' tance in the economic structure.

The.courts have held that a manu- 


facturer or dealer may. refuse to sell 
his goods to any specific person or 
firm" as he chooses. 
Under this rul- 


ing, ' powerful concerns, having mer- 
chandise .which is in strong demand 
from consumers, have succeeded in 
maintaining a fixed re-sale price for 
their goods by declining further sup- 
plies to those who have cut the price. 
Various forms of the agency system 
in distribution, whereby fixed resale 
prices have been preserved, also have 
been held legal. But agreements «re ille- 
gal and the majority of merchandise 
sells in an open market. 


Various bills have been introduced 


in congress to permit producers Of 
branded goods to enter into contracts 


' with merchants which will stipulate 


the price at which the wares shall be 
sold at retail. 
The so-called Kelly 


bill was the subject of a heated hear- 
ing before the House interstate and 
foreign commerce committee, in the 
last congress, but no report was sub- 
milted on It.

In his palmiest days, Bottomley's 


magazine delighted in printing vitrio- 


" lie articles about America under such 


headlines as "More Swank from the 
' Yank." 


Before Bottomley went to prison, 


he placarded three-story 
billboards 


with this legend just about the time 
that swarms of American tourists 
were due in London for the anmi.il 
dollar spending season. British jingo- 
is>ts — "100 per cent Britishers" — 


. cheered him on, and the circulation 


of his John Bull Magazine rose to 
near the million mark. 


In all the 151 years of the Amer- 


ican republic we have never had a 
man exactly like this 74-year-old pri- 
soner. His rise to fame and power 
was meteoric. 


He became known to the general 


public as a speake'r who could always 


. carry the approval of the crowds. He 


was elected to Parliament as Liberal 
from one of the London^ districts, but 
spoke and voted as in' independent.

THE ELECTION IN MEXICO 


The approaching Mexican 
national 


election is of great interest to the United 
States. The paramount issue is well de- 
fined. It is whether President Calles is to 
remain in power, supporting policies of 
confiscation and aggrandizement toward 
the United States that have caused our 
government so much trouble during re- 
cent years, or whether a rival candidate 
will be elected who possesses more liber- 
al concepts of international amity, and 
who is willing to adopt a more concilia- 
ton- attitude toward the United States. 


There are four contestants for the pres- 


idency. They include beside Calles, Gen- 
eral Obregon. who has previously sen-ed 
in this capacity, General Francisco Ser- 
rano and General Gomez. Of these candi- 
dates it is reasonably safe to assume that 
the United States would prefer to see the 
election of former President 
Obregon. 


There would appear to be a better pros- 
pect of peace and understanding between 
Mexico and the United States1 under 
Obregon than any of the others., although 
it is only fair to Gomez and" Serrano to 
say that their attitude toward this coun- 
try, as expressed in their manifestos, is 
friendly. They are, however, comparative- 
ly unknown, while Obregon's past record 
of fairness and generosity in his relations 
with this country would seem to invite 
an improvement in the existing unsatis- 
factory situation. 
Moreover, Obregon 


possesses ability, together with a temper- 
ament that admits of reason and concilia- 
tion. He has in the main been disposed to 
be fair as public opinion in Mexico would 
permit him to be. 


As to the local issues that may deter- 


mine the results of the contest, we in the 
United States know but little, and even 
that little does not make us a competent 
judge of the merits of Mexican domes- 
tic policy. However, public opinion in the 
United States will incline to the view that 
the election by Mexico of a president dis- 
posed to meet the views of the 
United 


States in foreign policies would best serve 
the interests of the Mexican people them- 
selves.

Thus the model fat bo;- tucked away an average 


of 400 calories every evening, by estimate, though 
n reality the lunch more likely yielded around five 
hundred calories. 


It is an axiom of nutrition that almost anybody 


may gain 20 pounds weight in a year by increas- 
ing the daily rations by 400 calories. It is just as 
certain that almost anybody who is overweight may 
reduce by reversing the process, though this in in- 
deed a painful kind of treatment for such a com- 
fortable affliction as moderate or trial size obesity.

IBRARY ADVENTURES

A NEW FIELD IN CRITICISM 
The 
recent w publication 
of 
"The 


Road to Xanadu,"by Professor Low- 
es, seems to point the way to a new 
fa&hion in literary criticism, setting 
the pace in that field just as Gamal- 
iel Bradford and'Lytton. Strachey set 
the pace a few years ago for a new 
sind 
of biography, 
the 
"psycho- 


graph," which now has many practi- 
tioners. 
I have not yet read "The Road to 


Xanadu" and I am not reporting on 
it here. Its general character is how- 
ever plain^ enough, and judging from 
the reviews it does superlatively well 
a thing that others have done only 
fairly well. It is difficult, but now 
that some one has shown how well 
it can be done, given great enough 
scholarship and great enough origin- 
ality of imagination, it may be-ex- 
pected that others will follow suit. 


"The Road to Xanadu," as all the 


reviews will tell you, is a study of the 
sources of "Kubla Khan" and'"The 
Rime of the Ancient Mariner." All 
the reviewers seem to agree that it is 
much more than the usual study of 
sources that it tracks to earth all the 
materials that directly or indirectly 
went to the making of those poems. 
Its significance, still accepting 
the 


assertions of the reviewers, lies in the 
fact that it is itself a work of creative 
art and not merely a book of ^liter- 
ary statistics. 


A great deal of the socalled or- 


jginal research into the sources of 
works of art is merely that and no- 
thing more. Scholars win their Ph. D. 
degrcs with that sort of thing and 
no one ever cares to read the book 
except they themselves. and perhaps 
their wivs if the writers happen, still 
to be heroes to their wives. "\Vhen 
such a scholar" fills a whole book 
with the different ways in which 
"Wordsworth mentions colors 
in his 


poems he calls the result scholarship. 


To the person interested in the 


realities of literature that sort of 
thing is a waste of white paper but 
the vital sources of great art. the 
stray hints and incidents and moods 
in the life of the author or in his sur- 
roundings on which his creative mind 
brooded and which, in the fullness of 
lime it transmuted into great art. 
tlip.se things have a fascination that 
makes them 
worthy of 
minutest 


itudy. 
Edgar Allen Poc. 
who was the 


first to do many things in literature, 
was at least one of the first to give 
a hint 75 years ago ol this new field 
in literature which now seems about 
rendy to be intensively cultivated. He 
told "his readers what went to the 
making of his poem. "The Karen." It 
was done skctchily and without the 
painstakins and accurate scholarship 
credited to Professor Ix>wcs. but it 
wa<; at least proof that Foe's vcrsa- 
til" mind had seen the value of such 
an attempt. Where Professor Lowes 
devotes,a whole book to two poems, 


Poe devoted a brief essay to a single 
poem. But he pointed the way. 


Recently I. ran across a book, "The 


Early Life of George Eliot," by Mary 
H. Deakin, published in 191C by the 
Manchester University Press, which 
attempts this kind of thing for the 
novels and stories of that writer. The 
book stops where the average "Life 
of George Eliot" would begin. Instead 
of telling the story of the writing 
and publication, of the novels it de- 
scribes only the formative years of 
the author, showing the numerous 
little incidents that went to the mak- 
jng of George Eliot's mind. Without 
those particular incidents and those 
particular surroundings George Eliot 
would not have been George Eliot and 
her novels would not have been what 
they arc. It-is the method exactly of 
The Road to Xanadu." 


Others have done similar things. 


Unfortunately it usually happens that 
the person who does this is merely a 
scholar. His interest in a poem or a 
novel is purely scientific. He cliEsects 
it exactly as a botonist dissects a 
flower. This has some value but the 
fact is usually forgotten that the 
purely scientific method is not 
ap- 


plicable to a work of art in the same 
way in which it is to a problem in 
biology. 


On the other hand there are many 


others who arc artists but who have 
no glimmering conception o£ the 
scientific spirit as applied to art. 
"When these two attitudes can 
be 


combined, as they are said to be in 
this case, the result is new art. It is 
a rich field as yet little tilled. 
.

^ tee off in the state tournament which opens 
at. 


Butte des Morts'on Monday. Golfers from all over- 
the United States have declared it not only one of 
the most beautiful courses in the country but one 
of the most tricky. It isn't a rea' difficult course for 
the good golfer but the duffer and the man who 
isn't sure of his tee shots is bound to get into a 
lot of trouble because of the wide rough, the rolling- 
terrain and the abrupt and high cliffs which border 
a large number of the fairways. The golfer who 
can keep his, shots well down the fairways will find 
the going easy for there aren't a great many traps 
in his way. 


PITY THE SLICER 


But pity the man who hooks or slices! He is in 


for a tough time of it and if he gets away with par 
after a poor tee shot he either is a wizard or Lady 
Luck is grinning at him. 


No. 1 is a short 4 par hole but many more fives 


and sixes are scored on the hole than fours. 
It is 


only 330 yards long but the second shot calls for 
deadly accuracy to be at all certain of a par score. 


- ' 
The tee is elevated about 15 feet above the fairway 
which, runs between two high cliffs covered with a 
rank growth of grass, and a meandering creek runs 
; 
along.the right side of the short, grass. The tee shot>" 


'•'•'• 
must'be straight to avoid serious trouble.'.Because 
'the green is elevated above the fairway, a fcarefully 
placed shot is required to land on it. The golfer who 
tries to roll his ball on the green is looking for 
trouble. 
i No. 2 is an easy'hole and shouldn't cause 
any 


trouble. The green is 325 yards from the tee and the 
fairway is wide.' A drive of 200 yards carries the 


shallow, • valleys -and 
ball over two 
leaves an easy shot for the green. • 


The third hole is a flog-leg to the 


left and is riot at all difficult for the 
good golfer but is bad-medicine for the 
careless driver. A slice,' unless < it is 
exceptionally bad, still" will.leave' the 
ball on the fairway, but- the - second 
shot will be over two sand traps, not 
to mention a couple of'trees. No. 3 
green is large, but level, and a fast 
low ball from a spoon or midiron is 
likely to roll over it into the rough 
beyond.

least 190 yards to clear a ledge of 
rough that distance from the tee. A 
slice will be sure to put the ball be- 
low the ledge and a difficult second 
shot will result and a hook is likely 
to find a landing place in a sand trap. 
Tho' green itself is trapped on two 
sides but doesn't present unusual diffi- 
culties. The secret of par on No. 9 
is a long and straight tee shot.

Jobless, friendless and on the brink 


of poverty, the one-time famous boxer 
who rose to the heights of pugilism 
and popular acclaim, passed away, in 
a squalid hotel room oft the great 
white way Thursday all alone.

' Clad only In pajamas and a silk 


bathrobe, his body was found bent 
over-a writing desk, stricken with a 
heart attack when a maid entered the 
room. He was 41 years old. 


A book "Elbert Hubbard of East 


Aurora" by Felix Shay was on his 
bed opened at a page with a. sentence 


. starting: Get your happiness out of 


your work or you will never know 
what' happiness is." 


His wife, from whom, he had been 


living , apart for several years.. when 
notified of his death wept bitterly and 
blamed his untimely end to his "flick- 
Je fair weather friendships." 


"It was his heart that killed him all 


right," she sobbed. "It was broken: 
When Freddie had money any friend 
could get it from him but when he lost 
it.'none of them, would give him a 
tumble. They didn't even invite him 
to the big fights." 


Mrs. Welsh was.particularly worked 


up at Jack Dempsey's lack of interest 
in her 
husband's affairs. 
She said 


Welsh wrote newspaper articles over 
Dempsey's 
signature 
to 
disprove 


"slacker charges" made against the 
heavyweight 'before he won the world 
title from Jess Willard in 1919. Mrs. 
Welsh said she telegraphed Dempsey 
before his recent fight here to visit 
her husband but no acknowledgement 
was received. 


Welsh, a Welshman, starting hlr 


boxing career at the age of 19. 


He was a great defensive boxer and 


achieved notice when he fought a 20- 
rdund -draw with Packy McFarland 
seventeen years ago.; In 1912 he won 
the -lightweight title of England by 
defeating--Matty Wells and two years 
later became the world's champion In 
a furious 20-round struggle with Wil- 
lie Ritchie in ' London. He lost^the 
title to Benny. Leonard in .New York 
May 28. 1917, being stopped in the 
ninth round. 


Of recent date, Welsh had been a 


boxing instructor and held a commis- 
sion as captain in the reserve officers 
corps. ..

These 
rumblings, one local businessman sold, 
will soon force the common council to 
consider the matter of a flying field. 
The people arc Interested In airplanes 
and flying he pointed out, and they arc 
looking to the city fathers to do some- 
thing about Jt. 


Nothing can be done to advance 


aviation in Appleton this year, Mayor 
A. C. Rule believes. 


"Appleton is in such financial con- 
dition that nothing can be done this 
year to further aviation here." he de- 
clared." The city soon will 4>e forced 
to borrow money to operate, due to 
the heavy expenditures caused 
by

Aviation soon will be a big: factor in 


commercial life and Appleton cannot 
wait too long before it prepares for 
the daily arrival of airplanes. 


The mayor thought Erb park, in -the 


Sixth ward, would be an ideal location 
for an airport. This park is between 
X. Morrison and N. Drew-sts and E. 
Lqvi-st'and the city limits. It has an 
area of about 20 acres cleared and the 
mayor thinks this would serve as a 
landing field for the -present. 


"Appleton is in the heart of Wiscon- 


sin's famous vacation district." 
the 


president of a luncheon club said." and 
•will be a stopping place for 'tourist 
planes' of the future. While the auto- 
mobile has not yet been replaced as 
the popular vehicle of travel and prob- 
ably never will be, nevertheless avia- 
tion has started a growth which will 
continue until practically every city 
in the Unite<' States will be forced to 
take cognizance of it." 


The increased interest in aviation 


in all the states is due to the publicity 
given this means of transportation by 
trans-oceanic fliers, one business man 
s-'d. However there has been interest 
in an airport for Appleton for some 
time and he hopes that the renewed 
interest will be the means-of placing 
Appleton among the pioneer cities in 
the state in providing municipal air- 
ports.
